THE KBtfORSI CLUB'S TARIFF BILL. 


TELEGRAPHIC 
NEWS! 


The New York Reform Club has 


. modestly assumed the task of framing u' 
tariff law for the United States, 
A. coin-^ 


mittee, consisting of E. Ellery Anderson, 
Chains 8. Fairohild, Thomas Q. Slifa- 
mao, David A. Wells, John D. "Warder 
and Everett P. Wheeler, appointed by 
the club, has completed a draft of a bill 
which, when perfected, will bo submitted 
Io Congress as a substitute for the tariff 
laws 
now in force. 
TBe bill has 


. been submitted to the Club for sugges- 


tions and criticism. It will be presented 
to Secretary Carlisle for Ms information 
and guidance in formulating the Admin- 
istration 
scheme 
for reforming 
the 


tarifl'. 


Tbe general principles upon which the 


bill h;i9 been framed are to make crude 
materials to be used in tho process of 
manufacturing, free of duty, and to fi:t 
such rates on other articles as will pro 
duce the largest amount of revenue con 
sisteot with Urge importations. 
Tnis 


purpose is limited, however, by consider 
atlon of t!io welfare aud necessities of the 
people at large. 


All duties are made strictly ad valorum. 


except those which are levied as com- 
pensatory lor internal roveriue ta»v» tap- 
on sknilar-'articles produced 
in 
the 


Uuit-d States. Experience has shown, 
the committee states, that duties cannot 
be raised above 33 per cect. without 
offeriog d«n»ernusf incentives to smug- 
gling, and few articles of luxury may be 


"cxcepteJ from 
the operation of these 


general rules. 
All 
foreign 
articles, 


which if made here,' would be sul>j"Ct 
to internal revenue taxes, must, of course, 
be subject to at least an equal tax, but 
ai to liquors and tubacoo, tho duties 
upon them ahould be made with a view 
to obtaining the greatest possible amount 
of revenue, without any concern as to 
•whether we give or withhold protection 
to American producers. 


Raw silk is to be free of duty, but iu 


deference to the popular opinion that 
manufactured silk is a luxury, it is to be 
taxed 20 'per cent- of it8 value- Crude 
metals, not merely ores, but pig irou, 
:ingots and bars, with the exception of 
iron and steel, are put on the free list. 
Tin platea are to be taxed 15 or 20 per 
'oeot., but provisions, except what -may 
JM considered luxuries, tire to bo admit- 
ted free. 
The duty upon woolens and 


•worsted manufactures of every descrip- 
tion is 35 p<tr cent, of their value. 


Thi committee say it would be ex- 


ceedingly deeirable to have no specific 
free list, out have everything free which 
is not ex pressly subjected to duty, and 
SXggest thai a Us of about half a cent 
per pound be mule on raw sugar. 


The Tar.ff Reform Ciub favors a tnnff 


for revenue as against a tariff to create 
trusts, but if, as General Hancock suid, 
the tariff is a local issue, conditions m»y 
exist in ronny parts of the country ot 
•which the Club, which is a local orgaui- 
zation, mny be utttrly ignorant. Here- 
tofore Uriff laws have been compromise 
measures, O»ngr«SMn ju from (lie various 
sections of the Union m>iking the best 
terms possible for the industries of their 
respective districts. The McKinlcy bill, 
when introduced in the House of Rtjpra- 
seutntives, put a duty of two cent* per 
pound upon sugar aad a duly of one dol- 
lar each on hides. 
Tho Committee ot 


Ways and Means put sugur oa thu free 
list, but in duferehcu to the miple sug ir 
miuutacturers ot Vermont, gavu a bounty 
of two cents per pound to homo pro 
ducers of th>) .article, Senators E linuoils 
and Morrill of Vermont dacUriug that 
they would defeat the bill unless the 
bounty cUusa was incorporated in the 
bill. The boot and shoe uaunut'ictururis 
of MnaS'ichusetts rebelled ' against tht 
taxation of hides aud declared that they 
would not support the Republican party 
uolt'34 hides were admittod free. 
So it 


will probably be when tha tariff question 
again comes before Congress. Senators 
and Representatives will look out for the
